India and Its Problems. 

(ConllDued from page 16.) 

Ofllcers, 1.200; Corps and Outposts, 2,345; 
Schools, iSl; social Jnstltullona, Including village 
DaDhs 85. Tliero arc also 11 Industrial Donnling 
Schools, with SCO chlldrcs In them. 

When it la homo In mind that The Salvation 
Army comnienecd operations In India, under the 
leadership ot Commissioner Booth.TucIccr, only 
twenty-Blx and a halt year ago, I think most pcoitle 
v,-lll agree that reiiiarkahle lu-ugitjs has bcc-n made. 
Of eoursc, this progress has been made possible 
only by the llnnnclal assistance of Christian 
countries, for the people of India are poor. Still, 
tbere are maay shining examplea of self-denlai to 
bo found amongst them. For Instance, one of our 
native Locol OlllcerB, when dying, left Tho Sal- 
votlon Army's next self-denial cllori a sum of 
monoy that was out at interest. When tho 9.-D. 
week come, both jirlnclpal and Interest wero 
handed to the Corps, to which It -had been bo 
qucathod. This reminds mo that very soon our 
Canodlac Self-denial week will bo here, and Tho 
General and Commissioner are very anxious that 
Canada should give most liberally to this fuad, 
from whleh our work among the heathen Is mainly 
supported, Canrula In the past has done very well 
for India, eKpeclally In the way ot Oflieera. I have 
met on the plains of India several Olllcers, who had 
come from tho Prairies of Canada, Comrndes who 
have rendered niagnlllclcnt service to India, aud 
allowed co'nspicuous devotion to duty. 

"Doubtless our comrades and friends -ill over the 
Territory will be glad to hear that Commissiuuer 
Fakir Singh (Dooth-Tucker) has Just written me 
OS follows: Tile pro.spnnt« In India are simply splnn- 
dlil, and We iiro having crowds of aouia In every 
Territory. Our three dlllleullles are OlllcerB, money 
an J property, but we have made come wonderful 
advances." 

"The, following adventures of a young German 
Olllcer, In India, are Interesting," said the Colonel, 
'and Incidentally Lhrow a. vivid light on conditions 
In that country. This Cemradc had been absent on 
d three months' collecting tour, during which ho 
cycled 'i,um miles, and according to the Indlau 
Cry, his adventures sound like a romance; — 

'"Passing over tho hills, through thick Jungles, ho 
has seen wild olcptioiitg drinking at the rivora, 
and more tliun uhml' has been In close pioxlmity 
to leopards. To Irighton away the latter he rang 
his oycle-holl iDudlv, and continuously, but to hia 
horror realised wh.it alarmed one enemy could 
chirm another tor tt big snake was winding n- 
rijunJ his leg. He had preuence of mind, as ho 
Bave a gn;iit aprlii.; In the air, to bring his wheel 
fin llic hack nf rlit siiako, which disenBnged It, ond 
quickly 3kl,M'-l a-vuy. 

"Oni! day lii tuu ntiueiicc ot tho heavy rain, and 
HwolU.ii river, vlii It was ImpoHalhlo to crnas, a 
planter luii'. Iilni . horse, 'It Is a big strong 
fellow anil v 'i do the Htrvlee," ho It did, until 
tho mi'idle <j1 ■ 1 rivrir, when Im rj/jijldcd to cu- 
jOy a bath, .nn Hni down. The poor Oapmin was 
utterly Bubhn if.li hut being able to awlm struck 
out for bIkm' 

"On aimllic r uifiislon he unfortunately mltjsed hIa 
rood. Arte; rMilii; iihoiit Iltty mileu, lie knew ho 
ought to have re.ntliod his doBtlnatlon, hut was 
still III wild jiinBlr. !md night came on. After snine 
time In answer tg rei.priltil eiilllngij he at last hoard 
voices, and somp conller) came to his heli). He 
Boou arrived at a liuiise, and then to his siiijulKe 
and dismay, ho found hiin.MoK at tho phico ho had 
left that inonilng. lie luiii simply made a circuit, 
aud hod como buck to ilie starting point. How- 
ovur, 'all la well that onda well,' uud the Captain 
Bover looked more 'lit' or happier than when ho 
gat recounting his varied e.sperieneeH." 

Tho Colonel wag asked for u story, but observed 
that ho thought ho had talked enough, aud to the re- 
porter's dollglit Bwltclicd him on to Mrs. Mapp, who 
related the following tender story,

Inga as much as I could. I also brought him a 
small -wall-text, bearing tlie words. "Redeemed by 
His DIood." I explained tiie meaninK to the liille 
sufferer, ana never chall I forget the gleam of joy 
that lighted up his face as he realised what the 
passage meant. 

"At last the end d/ew near. I was with him. I 
saw the nimy glaze of death dim his eyes, aiuS 
saw tho death-sweat ooze out of his pallid 
brow, and then with his last brmitb he raised his 
attenuated little arm, and eolnliiig to the text— he 
was too weak to speak — he sank back o:i the Utile 
couch and went to Jcstis.
